of Health.

as the local municipal authorities have i 
failed to heed the numerous warnings I 
that have been issued against house! 
flies. 


It is a known fact, and'many times 


attention has been called to this, that 
flies are one of the moat dangerous 
menaces to life and health with which 
mankind has to contend. It la respon- 
sible for a large proportion of all cases 
of typhoid fever, diarrhea!, diseases of 
infants, many cases of tuberculosis, 
and in fact practically ekery infectious 
and contagious disease can be and is 
transmitted cither by the common 
barn fly or house fly. 


Yellow fever is transmitted by a cer- 


tain species of mosquito. Destroy the 
breeding place of these mosquitoes, 
and yellow fever disappears. -Another 
specie of mosquito is directly respon- 
sible for the transmission of malaria. 
Destroy the breeding places of this 
specie of mosquito and malaria dis- 
appears. 


It has been demonstrated by Prof. 


M. J. Roseneau of Harvard Univer- 
sity, and given to the public at a meet- 
ing of the Fifteenth International Con- 
gress on Hygiene and Demography at 
Washington, September 26th, 
1912, 


that he had succeeded in transmitting 
Anterior Poliomyelitis, or more cmo- 
monly known as Infantile Paralysis, 
from monkeys sick with this disease 
to well monkeys by the bite of the 
common biting fly, more generally 
known as the barn fly, or Stomoxys 
Calcitrans. 


In 1908, observations made by the 


State Board of Health of Wisconsin, 
during the epidemic of Infantile Para- 
lysis in this state, proved that un- 
doubtedly the fly was a factor in 
transmitting this disease. 


The State Board of Health of Mass- 


achusetts made similar observations 
and later the transmission of this dis- 
ease in monkeys through the bjte of 
flies has been definitely proven. 


The female fly lays her eggs in filth, 


one hundred and twenty in number. 
In less than twenty-four hours, these 
eggs become maggots. 
In six days 


these maggots reach the pupa state, 
and five days later are full-fledged 
flies beginning their work of death. 
It is estimated that the progency of 
a single pair in one season is one sex- 
t i 1 1 i o n . (1,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000).

Mr. Worlund came 
in to give us a piece of his mind for 
saying anything derogatory to the Ves- 
per road as it now exists, explaining 
that this road was built before most 
of the present sensation was born;' 
and that as a consequence the.present 
generation is not altogether to blame 
for the existing conditions. 
In the 


good old days,when the getting out of 
lumber and other wood products was 
about the only industry that was pur- 
sued to any extent by the inhabitants 
of Central Wisconsin, it was custom- 
ary to build a road that would serve 
the immediate needs of the 
people. 


Thru low lands and marshy places, and 
there were many of them in those 
days, the easiest way to solve the road 
problem was to build one of the old 
fashioned corduroys. A corduroy road 
was never very good, but then it had 
the advantage of being navigable at all 
times of the year, and while many of 
our, ancestors had their back teeth 
jarred loose twice a day in passing 
over these roads, still they beat being 
stuck in the mud all to pieces, and the 
corduroys served their purpose. Then 
as the country began to settle up and 
men commenced to farm the high 
places, dirt was hauled onto the old 
corduroys so as to smooth them up a 
bit and make 
them more passable. 


They were not boulevards in their 
most palmy days, but one could get 
over them with a load of hay if he 
was not in too much o£ a hurry. Then 
the farmers commenced to drain their 
lands and the logs began to wear out 
in places and when the wheel of a 
wagon dropped thru one of the spots 
where a log or two was missing it gen- 
erally broke all the eggs in the back 
end of the wagon and caused the far- 
mer to say things that would not look 
well in print. 
Then the logs would 


not stay put, either. As each season 
passed by they kept working to the 
surface of the road and it was neces- 
sary to pick them up. That Is the con- 
dition of affairs out toward Vesper. 
The logs are still coming to the sur- 
face, and if they would all come up in 
one year, it would riot be such an 
awful lot of work to get them out, 
but just a few come up each year and 
they keep the road rough and have a 
tendency to spoil any permanent road 
work that might otherwise be attempt- 
ed. Sigel is not the only town in the 
state that is afflicted with worn out 
corduroy roads, by.any means, and it 
is doubtful if the thing had to be done 
all over again, if any better method 
could be devised for building a tem- 
porary highway thru a new country 
where the natural drainage was poor.

Provisions are More Liberal to Owners 


The men who furnish the material 


for building have forfyears been get- 
ting the best of it. The new bill that 
has passed the legislature changes the 
security of a material man as regards 
materials sold to a person for building 
or repair purposes and which is much 
more liberal to the real estate owner 
than the present law. 


Under existing statutes if any ma- 


terial man furnishes material to a 
contractor and the contractor fails to 
pay for such materials the material 
man can file a notice of a lien" and 
foreclose for his debts upon the prop- 
erty. 


The new law changes this and pro- 


vides that if a material man is worried 
about the'reliability of a contractor 
who Is buying materials of him for im- 
provements on any property that the 
material man must, within ten days 
after furnishing the materials, serve a 
notice on the owner of the property 
that he shall hold him responsible for 
the goods furnished and thus give him 
notice not to pay the main contractor 
until a settlement has been reached 
between the main contractor and the 
material man for the materials fur- 
nished for the improvement. 


If this notice is not served within 


ten days the material man has no Hen 
and no security against the property 
attaches for any material furnished 
unless the notice is served, thus giving 
property owners a chance to protect 
themselves in dealitfgs with an unre- 
liable main contractor. 


But Few Guide Boards. 


There is a law on the statute books 


of Wisconsin that Is not being enforced 
very rigidly. It is that relating to the 
putting up of guide boards at road in- 
tersections and crossings. 
In some 


towns the law has been observed but 
in many others there has been no at- 
tempt made to erect the guides. The 
law was passed by the 1909 legislature 
Persons traveling through unfamiliar 
country are often forced to drive long 
distances out of their way or stop fre- 
quently to inquire the way, when a 
few guide boards would make this .un- 
necessary. 
Automobile clubs in the 


state have taken the matter up and 
will send out notices to town chalrmei* 
and other officials whose duty it is to 
see that the law in this regard is en- 
forced.

Provisions are More Liberal to Owners 


The men who furnish the material 


for building have forf years been get- 
ting the best of it. The new bill that 
has passed the legislature changes the 
security of a material man as regards 
materials sold to'a person for building 
or repair purposes and which Is much 
more liberal to the real estate owner 
than the present law. 


Under existing statutes if any ma- 


terial man furnishes material to a 
contractor' and' the contractor fails to 
pay for such materials the material 
man can file a notice of a lien and 
foreclose for his'debts upon the prop- 
erty. 
' 
The new law changes ;thls and pro- 


vides that, if a material man is worried 
about the' reliability 'of a contractor 
who is buying materials of him. for im- 
provements on any property that the 
material. man must, within ten days 
after furnishing the materials, serve: a 
notice on the owner- of the property 
that he shall hold him responsible for 
the goods furnished and thus give, him 
notice not to pay the .main contractor 
until, a settlement has been reached 
between the main contractor and the 
material .man ;for the materials fur- 
nished for the. improvement. ' 


If this notice is not served within 


ten days the material man has n.o lien 
and no security against the property 
attaches for any material furnished 
unless the notice is served, thus giving 
property- owners" a chance to protect 
themselves in deaHlfgs with an unre- 
liable main contractor,

But Few Guide Boards. 


There Is a law on the statute books 


of Wisconsin that Is not being, enforced 
very rigidly. It is'th'at relating to the 
putting up of guide boards'at road in- 
tersections and crossings. 
In some 


towns the law has been, observed but 
in many qthers there has been no at- 
tempt made to erect the guides. The 
law was passed by tho.1909 legislature 
Persons traveling through unfamiliar 
country are often forced to drive long 
distances out of-their way orstop'fre- 
quently. to inquire the way, when' a 
few guide boards would make this^un- 
necessary. 
Automobile clubs in, the 


state have taken: the matter up and 
will send out notices'to town chairmeii 
and other offlcials whose duty it is to 
see that the ^law in this regard is en- 
forced.

Provisions are More Liberal to Owners 


The men who furnish the material 


for building have forf years been get- 
ting the best of it. The new bill that 
has passed the legislature changes the 
security of a material man as regards 
materials sold to" a person for building 
or repair purposes and which is much 
more liberal to the real estate owner 
than the present law. 


Under existing statutes if any ma- 


terial man furnishes material to a 
contractor* and the contractor fails to 
pay for such materials the material 
man can file a notice of a lien and 
foreclose for his debts upon the prop- 
erty. 


The new law changes this and pro- 


vides that if a material man is worried 
about the'reliability of a contractor 
who is buying materials of him for im- 
provements on any property that the 
material man must, within ten days 
after furnishing the materials, serve a 
notice on the owner of the property 
that he shall hold him responsible for 
the goods furnished and thus give him 
notice not to pay the main contractor 
until a settlement has been reached 
between the main contractor and the 
material man for the materials fur- 
nished for the improvement. 


If this notice is not served within 


ten days the material man has no lien 
and no security against the property 
attaches for any material furnished 
unless the notice is served, thus giving 
property owners a chance to protect 
themselves in dealitfgs with an unre- 
liable main contractor. 


But Few Guide Boards.

SENSATION CAUSED BY THEFT OF 


DOCUMENTS AS TO DREAD- 


NOUGHT. 


DETECTIVES ARE AT WORK 


No Clue Is Yet Discovered of Thieve* 


Who 
Took 
Papers 
Relative to 


Giant Battleship Pennsylvania Two 
Months Ago. 


Washington, May 15.—A sensation 


was caused in navy circles Tuesday 
when the disclosure was made that 
important plans, some of which retete 
to the new dreadnought Pennsylvania, 
have been stolen from the depart- 
ment. 


It can be said on reliable authority 


that the thefts began two months ago 
and that, despite the activity of secret 
service men, the 
Burns' detective 


agency and the police, no clue to the 
thief has been discovered. The heads 
of the department are disturbed, not 
knowing what document may go next. 


According to the information avail- 


able at this time the loss of the docu- 
ments began to be noticed in Febru- 
ary. 
Most of the thefts have been 


comparatively insignificant, relating to 
the manual of the department and sim- 
ilar documents. 
When, 
however, 


plans for some of the work on the new 
giant battleship disappeared the situa- 
tion became so serious that steps had 
to be taken by the department to 
search for the perpetrator. 


Outside aid was called In and for 


weeks under the pretense of a Change 
of administration detectives have been 
slipped into clerical positions in most 
of the bureaus of the department and 
persons known to have handled the 
missing documents have been under 
the closest surveillance. 


Knowledge of the situation came out 


through an inadvertent disclosure by 
one of the detectives. The department 
itself refused to say anything on the 
subject, but it is understood it may 
lift the lid later. 


It is aeerted that the missing docu- 


ments are not of considerable value to 
those who abstracted them, but if com- 
bined with other plans in the depart- 
ment would practically force the' naval 
constructors to change plans of battle- 
ships now authorized. It is to protect 
the secrets of. the department and pre- 
vent the loss of the complete plans of 
new battleships that the department 
is exercising every known precaution 
to prevent further leaks and thefts. 


An attempt is expected to make 


capital out of the situation in the de- 
partment by the war 
propagandists 


representing manufacturers of war 
materials, but the theory of those ac- 
quainted with the conditions is that 
no connection can be established be- 
tween the theft of the papers and any 
government having diplomatic contro- 
versies with the United States. 


Building of the dreadnought Penn- 


sylvania, part of the details and minor 
plans of which have been taken, was 
authorized by the last congress. 
It 


has been designed to displace 31,000 
tons and will carry an armament of 
34 heavy guns, exceeding in gun power 
the battleships of any other nation. 


It Is understood here that special 


survellance has been established over 
the bureau of construction and repair, 
headed by Naval Constructor Watt, 
and the bureau of ordnance, of which 
Rear Admiral N. C. Twining is the 
head. The missing plans are said to 
have been traced to both of these bu- 
reaus, but which one had them las>t 
has not been ascertained.

"His excellency, Baron Chlnda, has 


on behalf of his government, pre- 
sented an earnest protest against the 
measure. As you have before you but 
two alternatives, viz: to approve or to 
veto, it will avail nothing to recall to 
your attention the amendment sug- 
gested to the legislature and as the 
president has already laid before you 
his views upon the subject, it is un- 
necessary to reiterate them." 


"If a postponement comments itself 


to your judgment the president will 
be pleased to co-operate in a systemat- 
ic effort to discover and correct any 
evils that may exist in connection 
with land ownership by aliens."

tional conventions giving 
indorse- 


ment to primary elections in a na- 
tional sense.

Senator Cunningham's bill to extend

''Result In Great .Benefit*. Not Only 


to the Producer but to the Con 
turner a* Well.

service." , Its chief, T. N. Carver, who 
has Just been appointed, "was until re- 
cently^a professor at Harvard unlver 
sity.

Houston has his way, Professor Car 
ver, probably will be made the chle 
of another new bureau to be known as 
the "bureau of "markets." There is al 
ready a bureau of markets' organlza 
tion, but it Is unofficial, and Mr/Hous 
ton will ask congress to give definit 
approval with a definite appropriation 
for a bureau of this kind. - ' 


Just what the new'service will do in 


detail'has not yet been determined 
but it is well known that a primary 
duty will be to study the economics 
of the marketing of products, t It is 
known that Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston, with the complete sympathy 
of President.Wilson, will interest him 
self particularly in an attempt to :cuj 


down the coat of living by cutting ou 
inefficient and'- unbusinesslike' methods 
In marketing the products of'the farm 


Dr. George K. Holmes, who, la the 


•statistician of the division of .produc 
tlon and distribution,' has found out 
that the .consumer pays for 'hia vege- 
tables, fruit; poultry and dairy prod 
ucts about twice as much as the farm 
er receives for them. 


What Farmer Should Do. 


Dr. Holmes has: said on this matter: 
"A survey of the systems of market 


ing farm- products clearly discovers 
what the farmers can best do to- their 
advantage. They must associate them 
selves together for the purpose of as 
serabling their individual contributions 
of products, to consider means of 
shipping in carload lots, of obtaining 
market 'news'at places to which It is 
practicable to send their products,-to 
sell in a conaiderable number.-of mar 
kets if not in many markets, and to 
secure the various 
other economic 


gains 
of 
associative 
selling. 
But 


farmers need'.some help in establish 
ing associations. 
They always need a 


leader for such purposes, and there 
may be'no leader, 
-.""A- division of. markets could per- 
form excellent service in helping1 farm- 
ers to help themselves to organize 
marketing associations. 
, These asso 


ciations could either handle 
their 


products Until sold in various markets 
or could ship their products to a non- 
co-operative marketing agency, which 
would take charge of the entire busi- 
ness of distributing from' a central re- 
ceiving point. 


"It seems not • always feasible to 


market products co-operatively, or, at 
any rate, the producers are not always 
dispoeed to do so. However, that may 
be, there are many non-co-operative 
marketing agencies in .this . country 
that are performing excellent service 
for farmers, and some of them.-o.re do- 
Ing business of' Immense proportions, 
A division of markets, equipped ;wltb 
a corps of competent field agents, 
could get into touch with' farmers for 
the purpose of promoting the organi- 
zation 
of 
marketing associatlops 


wherever the farmers request assist- 
ance or Information; the agent could 
meet the assembled farmers and prac- 
tically organize them if they desired, 
[t can hardly be doubted that, thla 
service can be successfully performed 
and, 
eventually, with-results greatly 


beneficial to farmers. 
The • traveling 


Reid agents also could perform good 
service in examining into the affairs 
of weak and unsuccessful marketing 
asaoclatlons ;and advise changes for 
their Improvement." . - ' . - , " 


To Probe Civil Service, 


It is Virtually settled that there 


Is 
to 
be 
a 
sweeping 
Investiga- 


tion of the civil service law under 
which thousands upon thousands of 
Americans 
hold 
their 'places. '.Of 


course there will be a Reeling that 
the investigation is prompted 'by ;the 
desire of the dominant party to create 
vacancies for, party workers, bu£ it 
seems likely that any such Investiga- 
tion would affect comparatively few of 
the holders of minor positions; under 
the civil service, jand would strike only 
a few of the heads, and : It\jyould 
strike nobody If an Inquiry should 
divulge that there Is nothing wrong 
with the-'system as: it stands. 


As matters are it seems that nearly 


everybody in congress, irrespective of 
party, wants to see the civil service 
law revised. 
This is plain because 


every once in a. while criticism is 
heard of the civil s'crvlce system from 
the mouths "of Democrats, Republicans 
and Progresslvesc while debates are 
on in-either house.

sona who can pass the beat civil serv- 
ice examinations do not always make 
the best employes. This means, of 
course, that a good many men have 
"book learning," wh'ich enables them 
to get into the service by tho examina- 
tion route, but when they gat in it Is 
found that their "book learning" Ma 
not anywhere near so much service to 
the, government as practical knowl- 
edge would be. 
' More and more the civil service 
chiefs have attempted to make the 
examinations practical, «but even the 
best tests of practical "knowledge fall 
at times when they are reduced to 
questlon^orm. 


An investigation'of the civil service 


w,bich it is promised will be made, 
will go-deep into all questions, and it 
is believed that the committee of con- 
gress which -will'conduct tho inquiry 
will be able to recommend new legis- 
lation when the next session of con- 
gress opens In December. President

Jur>y Finds Negro Pugilist Guilty as 


White Slaver on Seven Counts 


of Indictment. - 


Chicago, May 15.—"Jack" Johnson, 


negro pugilist, was found guilty of 
white slavery charges by a jury in 
Judge Carpenter's court shortly be- 
fore midnight Wednesday. 


Four ballots were taken. The vote 


on the third being 10 to 2 for convic- 
tion 
The fourth was unanimous for 


conviction. 
The verdict 
was 
that 


Johnson was guilty on all of the seven 
counts of the 
indictment 
charging 


violation of the Mann white slave act. 
A total maximum penalty of thirty- 
five years' imprisonment and a fine 
of $70,000 may be Imposed 
should 


Judge Carpenter so decide. 


Motion for a new trial was made 


immediately upon the jury's verdict. 
The matter was set for a hearing on 
May 19 and Johnson was allowed his 
freedom until that'time upon the $50,- 
000 bonds under which he had pre- 
viously been held. He will be under 
constant espionage of department of 
justice agents, however, until the final 
disposition of the case.

ARLY 
Yankees 
brought

scant supplies of household fur- 
nishings. 
They came in small 


ships, wdhich provided scarcely 


enough room for themselves, their pro- 
visions, clothing, ammunition and oth- 
er absolute necessities of life. Fortu- 
nately, sajSf the Boston Globe, they 
found in the new country a number of 
things which served them well in ev- 
eryday housekeeping. 


The first settlers of Plymouth built 


lude huts for their first homes. The 
people i.'ho came over with Winthrop 
in June, 1630, "either built huts with 
bark and branches of trees or erected 
tents of cloth till they could provide 
themselves with better shelter." So 
Hawthorne relates, gome settlers dug 
little caves in the hillsides an! roofed 
them over with branches ol

Furnishing* of Early Kttehana. 


Early settlers commonly ate their 


meals In the kitchen, aa did New Kng- 
landera for several generations. Some 
settler* brought tablea with 
them 


from England. Other* made tables ot 
boards from packing cases coming In 
from England. 


Food was served on wooden trayi. 


Trenches, or wooden trays, were used 
even at Harvard college. Crockery 
and pewter dlibea were owned and 
used by some of the better colonial 
families. Apparently pottery wai used 
In colonial homes, for the general 
court enacted laws regulating the dig- 
ging of potters' clay In 1646. A glaaa 
factory was established in Salem in 
1639, but glassware waa not among 
the common tableware. Silversmiths 
came from England and settled in 
Newbury In early times 
and made 


spoons. 


The floors of early colonial homes 


were often covered with sands from 
the seashore or 
rushes 
from 
the 


marshes. The sand on the floors was 
sometimes molded into geometrical 
designs or elaborate figures for adorn- 
ment. The kitchen floor In the Colon- 
ial home In the Essex Institute in 
Salem furnishes an excellent present- 
day example of the early colonial way 
of sanding floors. Brooms were made 
of stiff reeds or birch twlggs, like the 
brooms used by some farmers in their 
stables today. 
Woven carpets 
and 


rugs were rare. Bearskins and the 
pelts of other animals made warm and 
pretty rugs. 


Clocks and Watchei Scarce. 


There were no pictures 
on 
the 


walls, no bookcases and scarcely any 
need of them, for the bible was al- 
most the only book read by the puri- 
tans. There were few writing desks; 
clocks, too, were rare. When Roger 
Williams became involved In a dis- 
cussion with some 
rivals, 
it 
was 


agreed that each side should have 15 
minutes in which to present Its case. 
But before the debate was started it 
was found that not a man in the en- 
tire gathering had a watch, and there 
wasn't a clock, not even a sandglass, 
in the entire neighborhood. So It was 
agreed that

officer 


should guess at the time. Sundials in 
many New England gardens served to 
tell the time of day. The watchman 
cried the hours of the night. Many 
colonial houses were built facing the 
south, and housewives knew it was 
noca when the sun was in the south 
windows.

Kitchen sinks and bathroom furnish- 


ings were among the things of which 
early comers never dreamed. The 
first settlers obtained their 
water 


from springs or brooks. -Later settlers 
dug wells. 
Water was brought Into 


houses in buckets. 
Being scant in 


supply, It was sparingly used. The 
daily bath was not a puritan practice. 
The family washing was usually done 
once a month, and in some 
homes 


once in three months. 


The chests brought over from Eng- 


land served for trunks; shelves were 
made; pega, driven into the walls for 
the hanging of clothes, and 
corner 


closets were built in kitchens. The 
mantel of the fireplace, the walls of 
the kitchen and the rafters served for 
the hanging of pots, 
pans, 
kettles, 


guns, kettles, guns, corn, dried apples, 
snowshoes, clothing and other house- 
hold furnishings. 


Simplicity of Colonial Homes. 


Candlesticks brought from England 


•were in use and some thrifty families 
employed pine torches for lights. Beds 
and bedding were among the goods 
brought by the first settlers. 
Capt. 


John Endicott's company of 100 men, 
who settled in Salem, was provided 
with flltj beds, fifty mats to lie under, 
fifty pairs of blankets of Welsh cotton, 
100 pairs of sheets, fifty.bedticks with 
wool to put in them and Scotch tick- 
irg. 
There were no springs in the 


beds. The typical colonial bedsteads 
were large, many being of the four 
posted style, with canopy tops draped 
with heavy fabrics. 


Bedroom furnishings were prized in 


colonial times. 
Bertha Cartwright, 


who died in 1640, beqeauthed "my bed, 
my bolster and two pillows, with a 
blanket and a coverlet to my sister." 
She also directed that a pair of sheets 
be given to Margaret Jackson 
and 


that four pairs of sheets be sold to 
pay her debts. 


Some idea of the general equipment 


of an early colonial home may be 
gained from the inventory of the es- 
tate of Joseph Howe, who died in 
Lynn in 1650 and left his entire estate 
to his wife and his IS year old daugh- 
ter. In addition to land and buildings 
and cattle, the inventory showed the 
following property: "A cart and yoke, 
an ax, two wedges, a load of hay, one 
cradle, three pounds of powder, twen- 
ty pounds of shot, a box, a chest and 
other timber, three pairs of' sheets, 
two pillow coverings, a feather bed 
and holster, four and one-half yards 
of cloth, a rug, and blanket, six nap- 
kins and tablecloth, a bedstead, 
a 


chair, a table and two stools, a hang- 
ing candlestick, a copper kettle, a tub, 
a spit and frying pan, a piece of iron, 
an iron kettle, a brass pot, a gridiron, 
trays and dishes, an iron posnet, a 
chest, some books and a dial case "

There is al- 
ready a bureau of markets' organisa- 
tion, but It Is unofficial, and Mr. Hous- 
ton will ask congress to give definite 
approval with a definite appropriation 
for a bureau of this kind. 


Just what the new service will do in 


detail has not yet been determined, 
but It la well known that a primary 
duty will be to study the economics 
of the marketing of products. I It IB 
known that Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston, with the complete sympathy 
of President Wilson, will Interest him- 
self particularly In an attempt to cut 
down the cost of living by cutting out 
inefficient and unbusinesslike methods 
in marketing the products of the farm. 


Dr. George K. Holmes, who ia the 


statistician of the division of produc- 
tion and distribution, haa found out 
that the consumer pays for his vege- 
tables, fruit, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts about twice as much as tbo farm- 
er receives for them. 


What Farmer Should Do. 


Dr. Holmes has said on this matter: 
"A survey of the systems of market- 


ing farm products clearly discovers 
what the farmers can best do to their 
advantage. They must associate them- 
selves together for the purpose of as- 
sembling their Individual contributions 
of products, to consider means of 
shipping in carload lots, ot obtaining 
market news at places toNvhich it is 
practicable to send their products, to 
sell In a considerable number of mar- 
kets if not In many markets, and to 
secure the various other economic 
gains 
of 
associative 
selling. 
But 


farmers need some help in establish- 
ing associations. They always need a 
leader for such purposes, and there 
may be no leader. 


"A division of markets could per- 


form excellent service in helping farm- 
ers to help themselves to organise 
marketing associations. 
These asso- 


ciations could either 
handle their 


products until sold in various markets 
or could ship their products to a non- 
co-operative marketing agency, which 
would take charge of the entire busi- 
ness of distributing from a central re- 
ceiving point. 


"It seems not always feasible to 


market products co-operatively, or, at 
any rate, the producers are not always 
disposed to do so. However, that may 
be, there are many non-co-operallve 
marketing agencies in this country 
that are performing excellent service 
for farmers, and some of them «re do- 
Ing business of Immense proportions. 
A division of markets, equipped with 
a corps of competent 
field 
agents, 


could get Into touch with farmers for 
the purpose of promoting the organi- 
zation 
of 
marketing associations 


wherever the farmers request assist- 
ance or Information; the agent could 
meet the assembled farmers and prac- 
tically organize them if they desired. 
[t can hardly be doubted that this 
service can be successfully performed 
and, eventually, with results greatly 
beneficial to farmers. 
The traveling 


field agents also could perform good 
service in examining into the affairs 
of weak and unsuccessful marketing 
associations and advise changes for 
their Improvement." 


To Probe Civil Service. 


It Is virtually settled that there 


is 
to 
be 
a 
sweeping investiga- 


tion of the civil service law under 
which thousands upon thousands of 
Americans 
hold 
their 
places. Of 


course there will be a .feeling that 
the investigation la prompted by the 
desire of the dominant party to create 
vacancies for party workers, bu| It 
seems likely that any such investiga- 
tion would affect comparatively few of 
the holders of minor positions under 
Hie civil service, and would strike only 
a few of the heads, and It would 
strike nobody if an Inquiry should 
divulge that there Is nothing wrong 
with the system as it stands. 


As matters are it seems that nearly 


everybody in congress, irrespective of 
party, wants to see the civil service 
law revised 
This is plain because 


every once in a. while critlcUm is 
heard of the civil service system from 
the mouths of Democrats, Republicans 
and Progressives, while debates are 
on in either house. The civil service 
commission always has insisted that 
non-partisanship methods have been 
adhered to absolutely in the giving of 
appointments to men who apply under 
the civil service law, and the prob- 
ability Is, everybody says, that an 
Investigation will show this to be the 
fact. The trouble, members say, with 
the civil service system is not so 
much that incompetent men get Into 
office, or that favoritism is shown in 
marking examinations, as that many 
employes take advantage of the fact 
that they are under civil tervice and 
think they are there for life, to loaf 
on their jobs, that is, to give just ab 
much working service as they think it

Practical Knawladfi* Headed. 


Hen Interested in tba safeguarding 


of the civil aerrlca law say that It 
hai been ahown many tlmea that per- 
sons who can pail the beat civil aenr- 
tee examinations do not always make 
the beat employes. 
Thla means, of 


course, that a good many men have 
"book learning," which enables them 
to get into the service by the examina- 
tion route, but when they get In It la 
found that their "book learning" li 
not anywhere near to much service to 
the, government aa practical knowl- 
edge would be. 


More and more the civil service 


chiefs have attempted to make the 
examinations practical, but even the 
best testa of practical knowledge fall 
at times when they are reduced to 
question form. 


An Investigation of the civil aervlce 


which It la promised will be made, 
will go deep into all questions, and it 
1* believed that the committee of con- 
grass which will conduct the Inquiry 
will be able to recommend new legis- 
lation wben the next lestlon of con- 
gress open* in December. 
President 


Wilson, it la said, favor* an Investiga- 
tlcn. As has been said, It li charged 
th it a great many employe* under the 
ci' i! service lose their ambition to 
work as soon a* they are "covered 
by the law." When it comet to a 
question of promotion political favor 
Itlam still rule* In placea In the de- 
partment*, and BO frequently a man 
who is lazy. If he happen* to be a 
farorlte with someone in authority, 
can get promotion, while an ambl- 
tic us man doing twice a* good work 
as1 the other can get no promotion. 
This ia a part of the cyctem which 
congress aays must be changed.

raphers and the like In order tbat the 
multitudinous things could be done 
which a senator Is supposed ordinar- 
ily to do for himself. 


This gives some idea of what a 


senator or a member of the house has 
to do when be first comes to Wash- 
ington. It IB especially true just at 
the present time, when there has been 
a change of administration. 
It 
is 


probably no exaggeration to say that 
every Democratic senator and every 
Democratic member of the house of 
representatives has In his office 1,000 
applications for places under the gov- 
ernment, and each maker of an ap- 
plication'seemingly believes that he 
is the only proper person to whom 
a job should be given. 


The patronage business Is driving 


some of the members of congress 
pretty close to the distraction point. 
They do not know what lo do. They 
do not like to offend tho place seek- 
ers, and yet they know that offense in 
a majority of cases will be taken, 
for, as one senator put It, "no man 
or woman believes that any other 
man or woman should be given the 
places which the first man and wom- 
an have asked for." 


Busy Aiking for Job*. 


The lenator who said that he was 


able to keep less than $3,000 of his 
pay for himself declared that from 
the day he came to Washington after 
the new administration was inaugu- 
rated he had done little else than 
tramp the streets or ride in street 
cars from department to department, 
asking for a job here and a job there 
for this man or for that man. 
The 


senator said: "I am sick unto death 
of it and yet I can't help myself, nor 
is there, as far as 1 can see, any way 
out of the wbole miserable condition 
of things." 


In about six or eight months It Is 


probable tbat most of the 
places, 


which are now sought by patronage 
seekers because of the change of ad- 
ministration, will be filled, and the 
senators and representatives will get 
soiiie relief, but it must be remember- 
ed'that there are a great many ap- 
pointive positions under the govern- 
ment which have a definite term of 
years to run, and HO it Is tbat even 
after the bulk of the places havo 
been filled there still will be postmas- 
tershlps, collectorshlps and a dozen 
or so other positions which will come 
vacant from time to time, and over 
which senators and representatives 
must worry. 


Now, when one remembers that 


there may be a change of adminis- 
tration on March 4, 1917, tho whole 
story of the past two months and 
of the coming six or eight months will 
be repeated if another party should 
come into power, It will by repeated 
In part if the Democrat* remain In 
power, but with another man 
than 


Mr. Wilson as president of the United 
States. 


The wear and tear of the office-seek- 


ing business tells not only on senators 
and representatives, but on the pre*- 
Ident and on the cabinet officer*. Mr. 
\Vllson put up his «lgn of "no office 
seekers need apply" long ago, but he 
must listen to the reports of the cab- 
inet officers on the patronage matter, 
and act as the court of last resort 
as between this man and that man. 
The cabinet officers themselves are 
obliged to give over several hours 
every day to the duty of hearing why 
Mplancthon Smith Is a much better 
man for the positon of collector of 
the port of Betbuae Ilian is .labez 
Simpson.

ARLY 
Yankees "• brought 
over 


scant supplies of household fur- 
nishings; 
They came in small 


ships, wdhich provided scarcely 


enough room for themselves, their pro- 
visions, clothing, ammunition jand oth- 
er, absolute necessj-ties of lifel 
Fortu- 


nately, saysj the Boston Globe, they 
found in the new country a nnmb.er of 
things which served them well in ev- 
eryday housekeeping. 
' 


The first settlers of Plymouth built 


rude huts for their first homes. The 
people iVno came over with' Winthrop 
in June, 1630, "either built huts with 
bark and branches of trees or erected 
tents of cloth till they could; provide 
themselves with better shelter." So 
Hawthorne, relates. Some settlers dug 
little caves in the hillsides anp roofed 
them over .with branches oj trees. 1 


Many settlers made log <5t»ln», but 
they lacked tools lor furniture mak- 
ing.The kitchen was the chief .room In 
these early homes. It served as a 
'place for cooking, eating, sleeping and 
was often used, as a-workshop. The 
.fireplace .was one of the important for- 
;.nishlngs: of the kitchen. Stoves were 
unknown. -First fireplaces were of 
green logs covered with clay, and 
fresh roots weer used for andiron ma- 
Jclng. 
Jenka established 
his 
Iron 


works In Saugus In 1643 and made 
kitchen "ware of Iron. 
Meats were 


roasted on. a »plt or green wood or 
v, ere hung in the fire from green hick- 
ory switcher. 


Furnishings of Early Kitchens. 


Early settlers commonly ate their 
:meals in- the kitchen, as did New Bng- 
landers for several generations. Some 
settlers .-brought tables with .them 
from England. Others made tables of 
boards from, packing cases coming In 
from England. 


•Food "was". served on wooden trays. 


Trenches; or wooden trays, were used 
even at Harvard 
college. Crockery 


and pewter 'dishes' were owned and 
'used by".;.8ome of trie better colonial 
families. Apparently pottery was-used 
In colonial, homes, for the general 
court enacted laws regulating the dig- 
ging of potters' clay in 1646. A glass 
factory was'established in Salem in 
1639, but glassware was not among 
.the common tableware. Silversmiths 
came from England: and settled In 
.Newbury In early times 
and made 


spoons. 


The floors' of early colonial homes 


•were often covered with sands from 
the seashore or 
rushes 
from 
the 


marshes.' The sand on the floors was 
sometimes ' molded into 
geometrical 


designs or elaborate figures for adorn- 
ment. The kitchen floor in the Colon- 
ial home In the Essex Institute in 
Salem furnishes an excellent present- 
day example of the early colonial way 
of sanding floors. Brooms were maae 
of stiff reeds or birch twiggs, like the 
brooms used by some farmers in their 
stables today. 
Woven carpets 
and 


rugs were rare. 
Bearskins and the 


pelts of other animals made warm and 
pretty rugs. 


Clocks and Watches Scarce. 


There were no pictures 
on 
the 


walls, .no bookcases and scarcely any 
need of them, for the bible was al- 
most the only book read by the purl- 
tans. There were few writing desks; 
clocks, too, were rare. When Roger 
Williams became Involved In a dis- 
cussion with some 
rivals. 
It 
was 


agreed that each side should have 15 
minutes in which to present its case. 
But before the debate was started it 
was found that not, a man in the en- 
tire gathering had a watch, and there 
wasn't a clock, not even a' sandglass, 
in the entire neighborhood. So it was 
agreed that 
the 
presiding 
officer 


should guess at the time. Sundials in 
many New. England gardens served to 
tell the time of day. The watchman 
cried the hours of the night. Many 
colonial houses were built facing the 
south, and housewives . knew It \ was 
nocn when the sun was in the south 
windows. 


Kitchen sinks and bathroom furnish-' 


ings were among the things of which 
early comers never 
dreamed. 
The 


first settlers 
obtained their 
water 


from springs or brooks. -Later settlers 
dug wells. 
Water was brought Into 


houses in buckets. .Being scant in 
supply, It was sparingly used. 
The 


daily bath was not a puritan practice. 
The family washing was usually done 
once a month, and in some 
homes 


once in three months. 


The chests brought over from Eng- 


land served for trunks; shelves were 
made; pegs, driven into the walls for 
the hanging of clothes, and 
corner 


closets were 'built in kitchens. 
The 


mantel of the fireplace, the walls of 
the kitchen and the rafters served for 
the hanging of pots, 
pans, kettles, 


guns, kettles, guns, corn, dried apples, 
suowshoes, clothing 'and other house- 
hold furnishings. 


Simplicity of Colonial Homes. 


Candlesticks brought from England 


were in use and some thrifty families 
employed pine torches for lights. Beds 
and bedding were among the goods 
brought by the first settlers. 
Capt~ 


John Endicott's company of 100 men, 
v, ho settled In Salem, was provided 
with fifty beds, fifty mats to lie under, 
fifty pairs of blankets of Welsh cotton, 
100 pairs ot sheets, fifty-bedticks with 
wool to put in them and Scotch tick- 
ing. 
'There were no springs in the 


beds. The typical colonial bedsteads 
were large, many being of the four 
posted style, with canopy tops draped 
with heavy fabrics. -' 


Bedroom furnishings were prized in 


colonial times. 
Bertha Cartwright, 


who died in 1640, beqeauthed "my bed, 
my bolster and two pillows, with a 
blanket and a coverlet to my sister." 
She also directed that a pair of sheets 
be given to Margaret Jackson 
and 


that four pairs of sheets be sold to 
pay her debts. 


Some idea of the general equipment 


of an early colonial home may 
be 


gained from the inventory of the es- 
tate of Joseph Howe, who died in 
Lynn in 1650 and left his entire estate 
to his wife and his 18 year old daugh- 
ter. In addition to land and buildings 
and cattle, the Inventory showed the 
following property: "A cart and yoke, 
an ax, two wedges, a load of hay, one 
cradle, three pounds of powder, twen- 
ty pounds of shot, a box, a chest and 
other timber, three pairs of sheets, 
:wo pillow coverings, a feather bed 
and bolster, four and one-half yards 
of cloth, a rug, and blanket, six nap- 
kins and tablecloth, 
a bedstead, 
a 


chair, a table and two stools, a hang- 
ng candlestick, a copper kettle, a tub, 
a spit and frying pan, a piece of iron, 
an iron kettle, a brass pot,_a gridiron, 
trays and dishes, an iron posnet, a 
:hest, some books and a dial case." .

As soon as she took the child in her 
arms she saw that it was .dead. ...The 
mother was then aroused, and as she 
rose in bed her husband saw that she 
had a razor in her hand. 
She1 had 


reached out during a dream and taken 
the razor from a chest near: the bed, 
and with it had cut'the child's throat.

Co-operative Selling by Farmers Will 


Result In Great Benefits, Not Only 
to the Producer but to the Con 
sumer as Well. 


--By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—There is now in the 


agricultural department a new divi- 
sion known as the "rural organization 
service." Its chief, T. N. Carver, -who 
has Just been appointed, was until re- 
cently a professor at Harvard univer- 
sity. 
If 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 


Houston has his way. Professor Car- 
ver probably will be made the chief 
of another new bureau to be known as 
the "bureau of markets." There Is al- 
ready a bureau of markets' organiza- 
tion, but it Is unofficial, and Mr. Hous- 
ton will ask congress to give definite 
approval with a definite appropriation 
for a bureau of this kind. 


Just what the new service will do in 


detail has not yet Seen determined, 
but it is well known that a primary 
duty will be to study the economics 
of the marketing of products, t It Is 
known that Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston, with the complete sympathy 
of President Wilson, will interest him- 
self particularly in an attempt to cut 
down the cost of living by cutting out 
inefficient and unbusinesslike methods 
in marketing the products of the farm. 


Dr. George K. Holmes, who Is the 


statistician of the division of produc- 
tion and distribution, has found out 
that the consumer pays lor his vege- 
tables, fruit, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts about twice as much as the farm- 
er receives for them. 


What Farmer Should Do. 


Dr. Holmes has said on this matter: 
"A survey of the systems of market- 


ing farm products clearly discovers 
what the farmers can best do to their 
advantage. They must associate them 
selves together for the purpose of as 
sembling their individual contributions 
of products, to consider means of 
shipping In carload lots, of obtaining 
market news at places to which it is 
practicable to send their products, to 
sell in a considerable number of mar- 
kets if not in many markets, and to 
secure the various 
other 
economic 


gains 
of 
associative 
selling. 
But 


farmers need some help In establish 
ing associations. They always need a 
leader for such purposes, and there 
may be no leader. 


"A- division of markets could per- 


form excellent service in helping farm- 
ers to help themselves to organize 
marketing associations. 
These asso- 


ciations could either 
handle 
their 


products until sold in various markets 
or could ship their products to a non- 
co-operative marketing agency, which 
would take charge of the entire busi- 
ness of distributing from a central re- 
ceiving point. 


"It seems not • always feasible to 


market products co-operatively, or, at 
any rate, the producers are not always 
disposed to do so. However, that may 
be, there are many non-co-operative 
marketing agencies In this country 
that are performing excellent service 
for farmers, and some of them -are do- 
Ing business of immense proportions. 
A. division of markets, equipped with 
a corps of competent 
field 
agents, 


could get into touch with farmers for 
the purpose of promoting the organi- 
zation 
of 
marketing 
associations 


wherever the farmers request assist- 
ance or information; the agent could 
meet the assembled farmers ,and prac- 
tically organize them if they desired, 
[t can hardly be doubted that this 
service can be successfully performed 
and, 
eventually, with results greatly 


beneficial to farmers. 
The traveling 


Held agents also could perform good 
service In examining into the affairs 
of weak and unsuccessful marketing 
associations and advise changes tor 
their improvement." 


To Probe Civil Service. 


It Is virtually settled that there 


Is 
to 
be 
a 
sweeping 
investiga- 


tion of the civil service law under 
which thousands upon thousands of 
Americans 
hold 
their 
places. Of 


course there will be a Reeling that 
the investigation is prompted by the 
desire ot the dominant party to create 
vacancies for party workers, but It 
Beems likely that any such investiga- 
tion would affect comparatively few of 
the holders o£ minor positions under 
the civil service, and would strike only 
a few of the heads, and it -jyould 
strike nobody if an inquiry should 
divulge that there Is nothing wrong 
with the system as it stands. 


As matters are It seems that nearly 


everybody in congress, irrespective of 
party, wants to see the civil service 
taw revised. 
This is plain because 


every once in a^ while criticism Is 
heard of the civil service system from 
the mouths of Democrats, Republicans 
and Progressives, while debates are 
t>n In either house. The civil service 
commission always has insisted that 
non-partisanship metho.ds have been 
adhered to absolutely in the giving of 
appointments to men who apply under 
the civil service law, and the prob- 
ability Is, everybody says, that an 
Investigation will show this to be the 
fact 
The trouble, members say, with 


the civil service system is not so 
much that incompetent men get Into 
office, or that favoritism is shown In 
marking examinations, as that many 
employes take advantage of the fact 
that they are under civil service and 
think they are there for life, to loaf 
on their jobs, that is, to give just as 
much working service as they think it

Practical Knowledge Needed. 


Men interested in the safeguarding 


of the civil service law say thai it 
has been shown many times that per- 
sons who can pass the beat civil serv- 
ice examinations do not always make 
the best employes. This means, of 
course, that a good many men have 
"book learning," which enables them 
to get Into the service by tho examina- 
tion route, but when they get In It is 
found that their "book learning" Is 
not anywhere near so much service to 
the, government as practical knowl- 
edge would be. 
More and more the civil aervlco 


chiefs have attempted to make the 
examinations practical, but even the 
best tests of practical knowledge fall 
at'j times when they are reduced to 
question form. 
kn Investigation'of the civil service 


which It Is promised will be made, 
will go deep Into all questions, and it 
la Ibelleved that the committee ot con- 
grbss which will conduct tho Inquiry 
will be able to recommend new legis- 
lation when the next session ot con- 
gresa opens In December. President 
Wilson. It Is said, favors an investiga- 
tion. As has been said, it Is charged 
that a great many employes under the 
civil service lose their ambition to 
work as soon as they are "covered 
by the law." When It comes to a 
question of promotion political favor- 
itism still rules In places In the de- 
partments, and so frequently a man 
who is lazy, if he happens to be a 
favorite with someone in authority, 
can get promotion, while an ambi- 
tious man doing twice as good work 
as the other can get no promotion. 
This is a part ot the system which 
congress says must be changed.

raphers and the like In order that tbo 
multitudinous things could bo done 
which a senator Is supposed ordinar- 
ily to do tor himself. 


This gives some idea of what a 


senator or a member ot tho bouse has 
to do when he first comes to Wash- 
ington. It is especially true just at 
the present time, when there has been 
a. change of administration. 
It 
is 


probably no exaggeration to say that 
every Democratic senator and every 
Democratic member of the house of 
representatives has in his office 1,000 
applications for places under the gov- 
ernment, and each maker ot an ap- 
plication1 seemingly believes that he 
Is the 'only proper person to whom 
a job should be given. 


The patronage business Is driving 


some of the members of congress 
pretty close to the distraction point. 
They do not know what to do. They 
do not like to offend the place seek- 
ers, 
and yet they know that offense In 


a majority of cases will be taken, 
for, 
as one senator put it, "no man 


or ' woman believes that any other 
man or woman should be given the 
places which the first man and wom- 
an have asked for." 


Busy Asking for Jobs. 


The senator who said that ho was 


able to keep less than $3,000 ot hl» 
pay for himself declared that from 
the day he came to Washington after 
the new administration waa inaugu- 
rated he had dono little else than 
tramp the streets or ride in street 
cars from department to department, 
asking for a job here and a job there 
for this man or for that man. 
The 


senator said: "I am sick unto death 
of it and yet I can't help myself, nor 
is there, as far as I can see, any way 
out of the whole miserable condition 
of things." 


Jn about six or eight months It Is 


probable that most ot the 
places, 


which are now sought by patronage 
seekers because ot the change of ad- 
ministration, will be filled, and the 
senators and representatives will get 
some relief, but It must be remember- 
ed ''that there are a great many ap- 
pointive positions under the govern- 
ment which have a definite term of 
years to run, and so it Is that even 
after the bulk ot the places have 
been filled there still will be postmas- 
tershlps, collectorshlps and a dozen 
or so other positions which will coine 
vacant from timo to time, and over 
which senators and representatives 
must worry. 


Now, 
when one remembers that 


there may be a change of adminis- 
tration on March 4, 1917, the whole 
story of the past two months and 
of the coming six or eight months will 
be repeated if another party should 
come into power. It will be repeated 
In part if the Democrats remain 
In 


power, but with another man 
than 


Mr. Wilson as president of the United 
States. 


The wear and tear of the office-seek- 


ing business tells not only on senators 
and representatives, but on tho pres- 
ident and on the cabinet officers. Mr. 
Wilson put up hlB sign of "no office 
seekers need apply" long ago, but he 
must listen to the reports ot the cab- 
inet officers on the patronage matter, 
and act as the court of last resort 


between this man and that man.

mer School. 


In its summer school the Massach- 


usetts Agricultural College will give 
a course for fruit growers which offers 
a fine opportunity lor anyone inter- 
ested in the study of the subject. Pro- 
fessor Sears has outlined 
a 
course 


which by means of lectures, demon- 
strations, and ample field exercises, 
will ts.ke up modern methods of prop- 
og»tlrg, planting, cultivating, pruning, 
fertilising, and spraying of fruit trees. 


The Department of Pomology has 


ten acres of orchards, including apple, 
pear, peach, plum, cherry, and quince 
trees. 
Of particular interest is the 


large collection of these fruits on the 
various dwarf stocks, showing many 
types of training. 
The recent revival 


of intorest in dwarf fruits makes these 
dwarf orchards of especial value to 
students. There is also a commercial 
vineyard and a smaller one, in these 
trellis and the 
leading methods of 


training grapes. 
Several acres are 


used in growing the various kinds of 
email fruits such 
as 
strawberries, 


raspberries, blackberries, currants, and 
gooseberries. 
There are also exten- 


sive nurseries where all of these vari- 
ous types of fruits are grown, in which 
the student may see them in all stages 
of development. The department has 
& good equipment of orchard and nur- 
sery tools of all the ^principal types, 
the use of which enables students to 
learn the value of each type. 
For 


other orchard 
operationsN such 
as 


spraying and pruning the most ap- 
proved makes of pumps, nozzles, prun- 
ing saws, knives, and so forth are pro- 
vided. All of this equipment will be 
at the disposal of summer school stu- 
dents. 


Besides the work in fruit growing, 


courses will be given in dairying, ani- 
mal husbandry, poultry breeding, and 
management, 
practical 
gardening, 


home flower growing, forestry, land- 
scape gardening, elementary and agri- 
cultural chemistry, botany, bird life, 
Insects, beekeeping, handicrafts and 
practical arts, home economics, rural 
school problems, home and school 
gardens, organized play, recreation and 
pageantry.

Keep 
the outer edges of the silver and tin 
apart for a moment, and see if you can 
detect any taste. 


Then bring the outer edges of the 


metals together with one above and 
the other beneath the tongue, and In- 
stantly there will be a sour taste in 
the mouth. This is actually tasting the 
electric 'current that is produced by 
the contact of the. two metals, and 
which in making the circuit is passing 
through the tongue which is very 
sitive.

The Department of Pomology has 


ton acres-of orchards, including apple, 
pear, peach, plum, cherry, and quince 
trees.' Of particular interest is the 
largo collection ot these fruits on the 
varioi-s 'dwarf stocks, showing many 
types of training. The recent revival 


. ot interest in dwarf fruits makes these 


dwarf orchards of especial value to 
students, 
Thoro is also a commercial 


vineyard and a smaller, one, in these 
trellis and the 
leading methods of 


training grapes. 
Several acres are 


used in growing the various kinds of 
small fruits such 
as 
strawberries, 


raspborrles, blackberries, currants, and 
gooseberries. 
There are also exten- 


sive nurseries where all of these vari- 
ous types of fruits are grown, in which 
tho student may see them in all stages 
of development. The department has 
a good equipment of orchard and nur- 
sery tools of all tho ^principal types, 
tho use of which enables students to 
learn the value of oach type.

cultural chemistry, botany, bird life, 
Insects, beekeeping, handicrafts and 


. practical arts, home economics, rural

In the festivals of pagan Home the

strewn with rose leaves, and roue gar- 
lands crowned the statues of the gods. 
The Emperor Nero, of whom so many 
harsh judgments have been recorded, 


at least one good and gentle trait 


—he loved roses. It is said that ho 
spent enormous sums on their cultiva- 
tion. 
The flower markets of the Riviera 


are never to bo forgotten sights. We 
must Include not merely those where 
foreigners go to buy a few liandfuls, 
or armfuls, for their rooms, but the 
nubile wholesale markets held In Iho 
chill winter dawns while tho visitors 
are yet asleep, where dealers buy thu 
fair blossoms still unopened, and pack 
them off by vanloads to Germany, AUH- 
tria or Russia.

Electricity Has Been But 
» Recently Divulged. 


LONG OR SHORT COAT 


BOTH HAVE MNCTION OP FASH- 


ION THIS SEASON.

There Is no end to the short coats

Whether they are*o generally becom- 
ing as the longer coats and cloaks is a 
question of taste. Certainly they con- 
sort better with the short skirt of the 
trotting frock.

This is actually tasting the 
electric 'current that is produced by 
the contact of the two metals, and 
which in making the circuit is passing 
through the tongue which is very sen- 
sitive.

NEED A FREQUENT CLEANING 


Beauty Specialists Are Wise When 


They Urge Patrons to Give Their 


Veils Regular Ablutions. 


The beauty specialists ask their cus- 


tomers sometimes whether they change 
their veils frequently and have them 
cleaned, just as they would other items 
of their attire, and when the answer 
is in the negative, they explain that 
veils are dust and germ collectors, and 
should really be changed very often. 
. Tbe white veil gets a bath frequently, 
for it shows soil so readily that there 
is no evading it, but every one does not 
know that other veils need ablutions 
now and then. 


The veil should be squeezed in soap 


suds several times and rinsed in two 
waters, using a little blueing in the 
last rinsing for black or blue veil- 
ings. Then a little cold starch should 
be mixed, in tbe proportion of a tea- 
ipoonful of powdered starch to a pint 
of lukewarm water; squeeze the veil 
twice loosely through .this solution, 
•hake it out and roll it in a cloth for 
about 15 minutes.

sumption in the United States, of 
which there are on an average 200,- 
000 annually, there are constantly 
more than five living cases, maklnk 
at least 1,000,000 in all. Ot these mil- 
lion living cases, it IB estimated that 
the health authorities have records of 
not more than 100,000 to 150,000, or 
one in every eight or ten, and that, 
tor the great majority ot cases re- 
corded, no hospital, home or 
dis- 


pensary care is provided. Practically 
nothing can be done to control the 
spread of tuberculosis In the unre- 
ported cases.

iKlclen Change to Clover Ma; Bloat 


Cattle. 


With the coming of spring when 


cattle are changed,from dry feed to 
pasture, to avoid serious losa It Is ne- 
cessary for the farmer to watch eare- 
'ully for bloat, according to the veter- 
nary department of the College of 
Agriculture of the University of Wis- 
consin. 


Bloat is a form of indigestion due 


the excessive formation and ac- 


cumulation of various gases in the 
paunch or rumen. The attack is es- 
pecially apt to occur when cattle are 
suddenly changed from a hay diet to 
green clover or alfalfa. 
It is most 


often seen during warm, wet weather, 
:>r when heavy dew or rain moistens 
the folige. 


The chief symptom of bloating is a 


sudden distension 
in the left flank, 


which swells up asd appears as tight 
as a drumhead when thumped with 
the finger. Relief must be immediate, 
f suffocation is to be avoided, and 
consists in providing an artificial out- 
pt for the gas by "tapping" the ani- 
mal. 
This is best accomplished by 


n-sertmg a trocar and canula into the 
most prominent portion of the swell-" 
ng. 
To prevent further gas forma- 


tion administer a drench of two ounces 


f trfrpentine in a pint of raw linseed 


oil or a quart of new milk. 


As a prevention, avoid turning the 


cattle out until the dew or rain has 
dried off. In addition, giving a full 
feed of dry roughage, such as the ani- 
nala are accustomed to, just before 
tinning them out, will be found help- 
ful in preventing this trouble.
